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DISCUSSING 
PRIVATEERING 


American Proposal To Exempt 
Private Property On The 
Sea At War Time 


The Hague, June 28.—To-day’s sit. 
ting of the first committee of the 
peace conference afforded an oppor- 
tunity for Joseph H. Choate, the Am- 
erican delegate, to deliver an elo- 
quent and long speech upholding the 
prineiple of the exemption of all pri- 
vate property, excepting: contraband, 
from capture on the high seas, The 
the impressiong that the American 
proposition, which the conference of 
1899 had taken §n only for considera- 
tion, will this Jime be unanimously 
approved. The hitting, which lasted 
for two and a h@lf hours, began with 
the consideratiog of the following 
questions: 

First—Do practice and legislation 
admit of belligerent states transform- 
ing merchantmen into warships? 

Second—In the case of merchant- 
men being transformed into warships 
what are the legal conditions which 
belligerents will have to observe? 

Third—Is the practice at present in 
foree relating to the capture and con- 
fiscation of merchantment sailing un- 
der a hostile flag to be maintained or 
abolished? 

Principle Already Admitted, 

Count Tournillie, Italian delegate, 
and Sir Edward Fry, British, observ 
ed that the prineiple contained in the 
first question was generally admitted, 
and that it was only necessary to de- 
fine conditions for the transformation 
of merchantment. Admiral Roel}, 
Holland, recalled the declaration made 
in 1898 by the Dutch government, 
during the Spanish-American war, ex- 
actly defining these conditions, and 
suggested that it might serve as a 
model, 

\Exemption of Property. 

Then began the debate on the ex- 
emption of private property at sea. 
Baron Macchio, Austria, supported 
the American proposition, saying his 
country had adopted a most liberal 
view on this subjec: 

Senor Barbosa, Brazil, eulogized 
the position assumed by the United 
States, which he declared, was the 
view of the whole American contin- 
ent. He concluded with declaring 
that by the orders of the Brazilian 
government he upheld the American 
proposition. 

Mr. Choate then made his speech. 
He referred to the different occasions 
on which the United States had pro 
claimed its support of the doctrine, 
by treaties with Prussia in 1875, with 
Bolivia in 1858 and with Italy in 
1871. He enumerated the  circum- 
stances under which this principle 
was approved by jurists, and the 
sympathetic attitude toward it of oth- 
er nations. Eminent authorities like 
Palmerston, Cobden, Blunischli, Nes- 
selrode, and -Martens, he said, had 
pronounced in favor of it. Long be- 
fore the first conference in 1856, Mr. 
Choate went on, Russia declared the 
matter worthy of serous consideration, 
saying that the suecess of the Ameri- 
can principle ‘would be a crown of 
glory to modern diplomacy.” He 
showed that America had iollowed 
the same policy as to the question 
for over a century, earnestly urging 
in the first days of its existence as a 
free and independent country That 
the principle be adopted. It now 
hoped to see it included in the per- 
manent law of civilized nations. He 
recalled the vote of the Brussels con- 
ference in 1874 on the immunity of 
private property on land, and asked 
that the same principle be extended 
to private property at sea. 

To Restrict War. 

Mr. Choate sought to prove that all 
neutral powers were iuterested in the 
question and that the tendency was 
to restrict war to its proper domain, 
The privateering of former years was 
steadily losing in importance in view 
of the great perfection of the present 
day warships, he declared. 

Mr. Choate concluded by saying 
that President Roosevelt attached 
such importance to the question that 
he wished to evoke an expression of 
opinion on it by a vote of all the 
countries represented ‘at the confer 
ence. Mr, Choate spoke in English. 
M. Fromaraget, Franch  trans'uted 
his words, 

Prof. De Maartens, Russia, thanked 
Mr. Choate, saying that his remarks 
had greatly elucidated the question. 
Count Toumelli said the Italian gov- 
ernment favored the American princi 
pie. The discussion was adjourned 
until the next meeting of the commit- 
tee on Wednesday. 

M. Nelidoff, president of the con- 
ference, was at the session, and also 
congratulated Mr. Choate, who imme 
diately aiter the sitting left for Am- 
sterdam, After Mr, Choate’s speech 
M. Nelidoff created a bad impression 
by a short statement that the Ameri- 
can proposition would defeat its own 
purposes, and would have only the 
effect of rendefing wars more ire- 
quent.” On the other hand, the men- 
ace to private property, especially in 
the cases of certain countries, whose 
greatest wealth is their sea com 
merce would, he said, exercise 1 salu. 
tary influence om nations, which from 
material considerations, would avoid 
wars. It is reported that M. Nelid 
off’s statement was received with no- 
ticeable murmurs of disapproval, 

The Russian delegation presented 
the following proposition in connec- 
tion with the American proposal;

In bombarding towns, villages or 
harbors, the commander of the naval 
forces shall take necessary measures 
to spare churches, scientific and bene- 
fit buildings and hospitals on the 
condition that they are not employed 
for military purposes. 

As to Submarine Mines. 

Various amendments have been 
presented to the British proposal, 
now before the sub-committee on 
maritime war of the peace confer: 
ence, on the subject of submarine 
mines, aimed at diminishing the 
danger of mines becomine direlect. 

Japan. suggests that only mines 
which are inoffensive after a limited 
time be used, and Italy proposes that 
an apparatus be attached to floating 
mines making them inoffensive in 
an hour after they are set adrift, and 
that fixed mines be rendered useless 
so soon as they break loose.

GIGANTIC PLACER 
MERGER IS MADE 


Guggenheims Pay Ten Millions 
For Big Klondike Water- 
shed Properties 


Dawson, Y. T., June .28.—Records 
in the Gold Commissioner’s — office 
show the biggest placer merger the 
world has ever known has been per: 
fected in Dawson, whereby the Gug 
genheim interests have taken’ over 
properties from the A, N. C. Tread 
gold, Northwest, Hydraulie Company, 
and Yukon Consolidated Goldfields 
Company, and other smaller con- 
cerns. 

By the deal the Guggenheim peo- 
ple have absorbed all the placer 
properties in Klondike watershed, 
which have been worked by the old 
methods. Hundreds of claims—KI 
Dorado, Bonanza, Hunker, Bear and 
their rich hillsides and tributaries—- 
are included in the deal. 

It is estimated that the claims 
have cost the company $10,000,000, 
and $5,000,009 already has been spent 
for equipment. The company has 
just started three oi the largest gold 
dredges in the world at the mouth of 
Bonanza, and is planning to start 
three on the lower Tunter, one 
on the Andergon concession, one at 
Arlington Roadhouse, one at the 
junction of the Hunker and Klondike 
rivers, and one at Fortymile, below 
Hunker. It will also install a dredge 
or two more at the lower Bonanza 
this season, and several giant clec- 
trical conveyor machines for hoisting 
gravel and sweeping out creek bot- 
toms with electrical power without 
the use of dredges.

WAS EXPLOSION 
MERE ACCIDENT? 


Effort Of Defense To Discredit 
Orchard’s Story Of Vindi- 
cator Mine Explosion 


Boise, Idaho, June 28—Attorneys 
for W. D. Haywood, charged with kil- 
ling ex-Governor Stuenenberg, con- 
tinued today to centre their efforts 
upon discrediting Harry Orchard and 
establishing that Orchard killed 8tu 
enenberg in revenge for the loss of his 
interest in the Hereules mine. 
directly attacked Orchard’s account of 
the Vindicator mine explosion with 
the testimony of a witness which 
nade it appear accidental rather than 
criminal, Thomas ‘Wood, a non- 
unionist who entered the Vindicator 
mine as a timberman after the strike 
began, swore that the night before the 
explosion he placed a box containing 
twenty-five pounds of giant powder 
at the shaft of the eighth level. He 
saw the powder the next morning 
shortly after ten o’clock und a few 
minutes later Supt. MeCormick and 
Foreman Beck came* to the eighth 
level. They remained but a short 
time and left for the sixth level,where 
they were killled.. Wood swore that 
when he reached the shaft twenty 
minutes later, the powder was gone 
and that it was a resonable infer 
ence that McCormick and Beck took 
it with them. Wood testified further 
that he had seen a revolver in Beck’s 
pocket that the fragments of only one 
revolver were found in the sixth level 
after the explosion, and that the posi 
tions of the bodies of McCormick and 
Beck indicated to him that the ex- 
plosion re-occurred between them. 
Orchard swore that he arranged a re- 
volver with a wire attached so that 
when the safety bar was raised it 
would send a bullet into the giant 
powder he had placed ready, One wit- 
ness for the state has sworn that he 
fund a wire attached to the safety 
bar, but Wood testified today that he 
carefully examined the safety bar and 
found nothing attached to it. W. 
Kasterly and (@, D. Copley, both swore 
that they heerd Orchard mentien his 
loss in the Hercules mine and threat- 
en to kill Stuenenberg for it. On cross- 
examination the state scored Easterly 
because he received two letters and a 
telephone message from Orchard on 
the eve of Stuenenberg’s murder and 
iti scored Copley for remaining quiet 
when the two men knew a_ crime 
might be committed. Lasterly con- 
tended that he did not know Stuenen- 
berg lived at Caldwell an dexplained 
that although he knew “Thomas 
Hogan” was Orchard, he took no steps 
immediately after the crime except 
to consult counsel for the Federation 
because he was not informed. Cropley 
said tha the did not take Orchard ser- 
iously when they met in San Fran- 
cisco and Orchard told him of the 
Bradley crime 

Was Explosion Accident? 

Thomas Wood, a miner testifying 
for the defense, said that he was in 
the Vindicator mine on the eighth 
level at the time of the explosion. 
He said he saw a revolver hanging 
loose from Beck’s pocket, half an 
hour before the explosion. He had 
left a box of dynamite at the shaft 
on the eighth level. When he reach. 
the shaft of the eighth level, after 
the explosion the powder was gone. 
ee he reached the sixth level he 


found fragments of a revolver on the 
ground by the bodies of Leek and 
McCormick.

ped greenhouses, and it is a matter 
of some note that the Ramsay green- 
house has filled orders for cut flow: 
ers to be shipped aa iar east as Win- 
nipeg, and as far west as Vancou.er. 

There are six greenhouses in all 
under ‘one roof, and each contains 
two beds, 150 feet long by five feet 
wide, Theee figures convey some 
ilen of the wealth of blown across 
which one looks in entering the place. 
But by next winter the ground space 
of the establishment will be exactly 
doubled, six more houses will be add- 
ed, and there will be a total ef 24 
beds of flowers, cuttings and some 
oi the mofe choice vegetables, 


Running the Greenhouse. - 

The system of ventilation in sum- 
mer and winter is as perfect as pox- 
sible, the water for spraying the 
flowers and beds is carried in pipes 
along each house while in winter one 
and a half miles of steel pipes’ pro- 
vide an efficient. steam-heating appar- 
atus.. Last winter, it will be recalled, 
Was anything but mild, but there 
are few stronger evidences of this fact 
ihan Mr. Ramsay’s coal bills. 

It ‘took 400 tons of Edmonton coal 
to keep the establishment at a prop- 
er temperature. Whatever the clima- 
tie conditions might be outside, with- 
in the greenhouse it had to be tropi- 
cal, For Milady must have flowers 
to heighten her attractiveness and 
deck her tables; and the greenhouses 
eimply had to supply them, 

How well this was done last win- 
ter will be easily remembered. De- 
layed trains or snowstorms had no 
efiect upon Edmonton’s supply of cut

but its unfolding petals, blushing un- 
der a hot Canzdian sun, have been 
tinged with a deepening pink of sun- 
set tints. It has something of the 
wild charm of the prairie rosé in its 
free grrangement of petals. 

Second only in popularity to the 
roses are the flowers in the next 
house, The carnations troop up there 
in their own atrily joyous fashion and 
seent the air with their spicy Orien- 
tal fragrance. The clear sheli pink 
of the Enchantress marks the loeca- 
tion of this siren of carnations, while 
a mass of snow-white in the next bed 
as surely indicates the Glacier, the 
Queen Louise—recalling Prussia’s 
much-tried Queen—and the Boston 
Market reminiscent of the chaste 
tustes of the Back Bay element. The 
Marquis, growing close to these, has 
something of the charm of coloring 
seen in the Canadian Queen, and a 
most delightful fragrance. 

-, Strong Man's Flower. 

New flowers are sometimes very ap- 
propriately mamed, and just as one 
would expect the “Estelle” carnation 
‘to be a saucy, scarlet, piquant little 
flower, the, ‘President Roosevelt” car- 
nation should surely have some in- 
dividuality. 

And it has. It ir asstredly astrong 
man’s flower. Compact, restrained inj 
outline, but in color a strong, deen 
red that warms the air by its very 
presence there. It hints of passion 
and control, and is in every way m: re 
likely to fit the name of this strenu- 
ous president than any white flower

This flower, combined with the 


pearly white bloom of the Herrison 
lily, in a superb bouquet at a recent 
banquet, drew the heartiest and most 
appreciative admiration to itself from 
all who saw it. It was a chef d’ocuvre 
of Mr. Fred Bennet, the exp srisaced 
florist, who is assisting Mr. Ramsey 
in his ambitious undertaking | to 
maintain these greenhouses, 
Fragrant Sweet Peas. 

One of the prime favorites of every 
| conservatory is the flower of the 
sweet pea, and naturally it has not 
been neglected here. Thefe is a 
small wilderness of themy planted 
lnat September, which have been 
blooming rivtously ever sinte Jana- 
ary—a bank of green flecked with the 
violet, crimson, White and pink of 
the flowers, 

In September again the worn-out 
vines will be torn down, and vigorous 
young plants put in their place. 

Little ‘ees important than the aulti 
vation of the flowers themselves is 
the provision of the green vines or 
ferns essential for the artistic  ar- 
rangement of bouquets. This has not 
been overlooked*in the Ramsay green 
houses, and the corner given over to 
smilax and ferns, is refreshing in its 
cool greenness.

Mine. M. FISKE and 15 New 
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Miners Were A Unit On Eight Hour, Bank To Bank Day, Which 
Government Has Promised Them.--Compensation Act 
Also Receive Attention 


Apart from farming and stock rais- 
ing, coal mining is the greatest in- 
dustry in Alberta, 1g may be news 
to some people, but it is true never- 
theless that there are 132 coal mines 
in Alberta, Seventy of that num- 

tr are in active operation and pro- 
duce from 1,500 to 6 tons a day each. 
The industry is not confined to any 
one section of the province either, 
for mines are to be found in the 
north, the centre and the south, but 
tho largest and most productive are 
in Soutnern Alberta, Nearly every 
town on the Crow’s Nest line irom 
Medicine Hat to Coleman possesses 
a mine ot more, and new mines are 
being opened every month or so, 


In an industry #0 great and im- 
portant as coal mining it is only 
natural that differences should arise 
between the operators and the men 
but when these differences lead to 
strikes and lockouts the effect upon 
the country is far more likely to be 
disastrous than labor troubles in any 
otuer business with the possible ex- 
ception of railways, and it is worthy 
® note that a railway could not 
operate without coal or a mine with- 
out cars. The western country de- 
pends almost wholly upon coal ior its 
iuel, Once the industry is cripplea 
tmough labor troubles the peopl: 
inust suffer, If they cannot get coai 
it is almost up to them to freeze, 

What a perfect land Alberta would 
be if mine operators and men would 
ior ever work in peace. To exactly 
ascertain conditions in the mines in 
this province with a view to passing 
iegislation that might clear the labo 
sky, which for years back has ever 
been cloudy, sometimes heavily so, 
the Alberta government appointed a 
commission to investigate the entire 
situation, That task has just 
ceased, and the commission’s report 
is now being prepared, 


What will the report touch upont 
Probably on many things. The miners 
arrayed before the commissioners a 
veritable host of suggestions as to 
jJegisiation. Most notable of all is 
the eight hour day, bank to bank, ot 
eight hours work irom the moment a 
man enters a mine until he departs. 
The operators wouid not seriously ob 
ject to an act fixing an eight hour 
day provided that it covered work 
trom the time the man reached his 
working place until he left, which is 
a different matter than counting the 
hours from the time he goes into the 
mine to the time he gets out. Eight 
hour bank to bank legislation wiil be 
enacted, becatse it was promired by 
Hon. Mr. Cushing be.ore tue com- 
mission was appointed, As a matter 
of fact, neatly every mine in Southern 
» Albevta>isworking -on an eight hour 
day basis, many of them bank — to 
bank, under agreements with the 
union. Even in the north, where a 
union has not yet been formed, the 
biggest mine, that at Morinville, 
operates under an eight hour day. 
The passage of legislation will make 
eight hours the umform working day 
in all the mines. 


Will eight hours a day labor de- 
crease the output of coal? The oper 
ators say ‘“Yes,”’ but the men declare 
in most emphatic terms that it will 
not. And here is their argument. 
A miner, they say, even on a ten 
hour a day basis, never produces 
more than the results of the eight 
hours’ labor? Why? Because work 
in a mine tires a man so that the 
last two hours of a ten hour day are 
practically worthless to the operator. 
It means simply this, that eight 
hours steady work will bring out as 
much coal as ten hours “go as you 
please.’’ The miner claims, and says

Accidents frequently occur, and 
those who suffer have no recourse for 
damages except through a court of 
law. The miners say ‘that they might 
as well throw up their hands, for 
they cannot afford ¢o take the chance 
ot carrying an action from one court 
to another against wealthy corpora- 
tions. The miner thinks the opera- 
tor should be compelled to give com- 
pensation to the victims of accidents 
Phat is practically the law in British 
Columbia, but the mere mention of 
it to an operator puts him on the 
defence. “Why shoula I pay for an 
iccident when the miner was respon- 
sible jor its occurrence?” he argues. 
He does not object when it is sug- 
gested that he should give compensa- 
*ion in cases of accidents for which 
the operator’s negligence is respon- 
sible, Nova Scotia has a relief fund. 
It is contributed to by the govern- 
ment, operators and miners, and out 
of this fund provision is made for the 
amily of a person killed in the mine 
and for persons injured.

City Commissioner Kinnaird’s re- 
port of his trip east was heard by the 
city council Friday evening. This 
meeting was held in place of the 
week. 

Comisioner Kinnaird informed the 
coune!! that when in Torotito he had 
interviewed the Canadian Machine 
company which has the contract (or 
the city’s new automatic telephone 
system, and was assured that the ap- 
paratns would be here by the end of 
uly.’ He reviewed what has already 
been published as to the merits cf 
the new telephone. 

The comtnissioner referred also to 
an interview with the Dominion Se- 
curities company, the financial insti- 
tution which purchased a large stock 
of Edmonton debentures last’ yeat, 
and which they have been slow in 
taking up. The delay, the commie- 
sioner explained, was the fault of the 
American Bank Note company in de- 
laying the filling of an order for the 
printing of the debentures. The Se 
curities company have, Wowever, been 
taking up the debentures rapidly 
within the last few weeks, until now 
only $133,000 remain to be accounted 


‘or. 

“The money stfingency is even 
more marked in the East than in 
the West,” said Mr. Kinnaird. “Kd- 
monton is in as good a financial con- 
dition as any city in the west, and 
by the adoption of a policy of re 
trenchment 1 believe the city will 
have a clear slate at the end of the 
present year. The ‘city’s credit is 
good, It is not, however, deemed ad- 
viseahle to undertake more than half 
the public work we had planned for 
the year, I have no fear jor the city’s 
financial position if this is done. 
Several of the aldermen took occasion 
to express their appieciation of Mr. 
Kinnaird’s services to the city in his 
negotiations with the Dominion Se- 
curities company. : 

Aldermen Gariepy and Picard mov- 
ed the council’s formal, thanks. Mr.

NEW YORK STOCKS. 


Make Advance Market in Hards and 
Professionals. 

New York, June 27.—The rise in 
prices o: stecks to-day was 9 clear 
reflection of the growing confidence 
in financial circles that the principle 
troubles lie behind rather than be- 
fore, The flurry in call money to- 
day testified that the semi-annual 
period ‘. not to be entirely exempt 
trom effeeta of money rate. ‘To-day’s 
movement of call loan rates was 80 
moderat’, however, as to leave an 
effect of confidence, especially in 
view of the fact that but one more 
banking day remains to be bridged 
before the time for disbursement be- 
gins. 

The stock market was atill largely 
iii professional hands. Stocks were: 
demonstrable in seant supply, and 
this was the mainstay of professional 


operations for business. They were 
effective, although on a gmaller scale. 
Operators for the rise avowedly based 
the movement on the hope of an jn- 
vestment demand for stocks spring- 
ing up after the first of the month, 
us a result of the effort to re-invest 
the proceeds of dividends and inter- 
est distributions. The rise in stocks, 
therefore, will be dependent for its 
justification upon the development of 
this later demand, and also upon the 
quick subsidence of the effects of the 
extra domand upon the money mar- 
ket,
